I  WASHINGTON,  Dec.  *_>:{.-  Presi- 
dent Taft  has  begun  a  senes  of  con- 
ferences with  various  senators  ami 
representatives  looking  to  the  for- 
mation of  a  legislative  program  for 
the  present  congress.  President 
Taft  has  reason  to  beUeve  that  sac*^ 
rapid  progress  has  been  made  with 
the  Ing  appropriation  bills  that  con- 
gress will  find  itself  in  a  position  to 
take  up  at  least  three  or  four  of  the 
various  subjects  of  IminlaHnn  he 
recommended  in  his  annual  messag". 
Tt  is  too  early  to  say  upon  just  wiirt 
measures  'the  legislative  sientiment 
will  crystallize. 

The  President  hopes  to  take  a  real 
holiday  following  the  recess  adjourn- 
ment of  congress.  All  of  his  family 
will  he  at  the  W^e  House  durii^  tte 
holiday  season. 

There  is  much  discussion,  both  at 
the  White  House  and  the  capitol  over 
the  outlook  for  the  adndnistration's 
program.  The  President  has  indi- 
cated his  strong  desire  that  as  maiiv 
as  possible  of  the  measures  lie  rec- 
ommended he  pas.-ed  through  coi  - 
gress  witlioul  delay,  in  view  of  tl.L> 
coming  change  of  political  complet- 
ion of  the  house.
